policy, weather probabilities and the price of 
wheat. 


Descendants of the cracker-barrel philoso- 


phers today are discussing the same problems 
-—during factory noon-hour, at club, at lunch, 
In the cellar while making home brew. 


Same old problems, same old arguments.

HE modem city boy misses a lot in not be- 


ing sent plodding bare-foot thru the thick 


dust of summer to the country store. 


Many a farm boy walked five miles to that 


store, his hear purring with the hope that the 
storekeeper might give him a stick of the stripe 
candy from one of the tall glass jars. 


The smaller the hid, the grander the store

Dr. A. Warren Stearns, neurologist, sajs: "It 
is their uncontrolled excitement which often 
touches the match to the mob, and their lack 


of emotional control is one of the Important 
elements in homicide and suicide." • 


According to this 
description, a lot of 


these Unstable Personaliies—lacking in judg- 
ment 
and calm 
deliberation—are running 


amuck these days in our midst. 
\ NOTHER interesting type of mental defi- 
/* cient is the Inadequate Personality. With 
these individuals, says Dr. Stearns, we can nev- 
er be sure whether they can but do not v/ant to 
or whether they want to but cannot. 


This type of individual is constantly un- 


decided what to do. lie is a ship without a 
rudder. In prosperity, he is dazed by inability 
to understand his luck. In hard times, he is 
almost mentally paralyzed, gives up hope, sees 
no way out. 


Such personalities have to be steered 


or carried along by their associates who, ment- 
ally stronger, do the planning for them even 
m such minor details as explaining where 
would be the best place to hang up their hats. 


Some of these 
Inadequate Personalities 


would become petrified if left 
undisturbed. 


They are what 
mentallyagile workers 
call 


"boneheads" or "dumb-bells," 
They are be- 


low normal.

HE study of various 
degrees of mental 


ability is being carried on intensely by 


neurologists and alienists. 


It is an opportune time, and their findings 


should be passed on to the public, for the war 
has left the world in a highly nervous condi- 
tion, in which mental deficiencies become in- 
tensified. 


Civilization does so many insane things, 


that it is high- time we began seeking and is- 
olating the madmen responsible.
